May it please Your Majesty, 

1 have the honour to present to Your Majesty my annual 
Report on the condition and progress of Queen’s College, Belfast, 
during tho academic year 1908-9. 

The Students. 

I have the pleasure of reporting that we had 456 students 
upon our roll during the year, the largest number we have ha'd 
in attendance for nearly twenty years. 

That there is no falling off, as compared with former times, 
in the powers and attainments of these students, there is clear 
proof in the places which many of them have gained at the 
examinations of the Royal University and elsewhere. A full 
list of these distinctions will be found in the Appendix to this 
Report. It is too long for insertion here. 

There was the usual keen competition for our 

Foundation Scholarships, 

Studentships, and other honours, at the commencement of the 
Winter Session. For the Entrance Scholarships there were 
candidates from all the principal schools in Ulster. The 
first place on the Classical side was gained by a pupil of Foyle 
College, Londonderry, Mr. Alexander Roulston Foster; and a 
pupil of the Royal Academical Institution, Belfast, Mr. Robert 
McCreary, took' first place on the Mathematical side. A pupil 
of The Academy, Ballymena, Mr. Owen Wilson, gained the first 
Modern Literature Scholarship. The other schools which sent 
ap successful candidates for Entrance Scholarships were the 
Academical Institution, Sandymount, Dublin; Victoria College, 
Belfast; tho Methodist College, Belfast, and the Ladies’ Col- 
legiate School, Carrickfergus. 
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Report of the President 

New Scholarships. 

A valuable and timely Scholarship was founded during the 
year under the Will of the late Mr. Matthew George Megaw, 
a worthy son of Ulster who died in. London last year. An 
extract from this document will best describe the benefaction: — 

“ I give to Queen’s College, Belfast, £1,000 upon the trusts following, 
namely — I direct that the same shall ho invested in tho names of the 
President, Vice-President, and Bursar of tho College in ordinary stock of 
the Great Northern Railway of Ireland, and that the income thereof shall 
be appropriated for establishing a Scholarship, to be called ‘ The Megaw 
Scholarship,’ which shall bo open for competition to the sons of bona fide 
farmers farming land in Ulster, under the ago of 20 years at the date of 
the examination for the same, and of any Christian denomination, such 
Scholarship to be held for one year only, and to bo givon to such duly 
qualified competitor as shall pass tho best examination in the subjects 
fixed by the College for tho purposes of tho Matriculation examination.” 

This Scholarship, the annual valuo of which will bo about 
£40, will be offered for competition next year, at a time to be 
announced later. 

It is undoubtedly a notable addition to tho many endow- 
ments wlrch have been entrusted to ns by generous donors for 
the purpose of encouraging and rewarding the prosecution of 
various branches of study. 

During the Session, the first olection was made to another new 
Scholarship, the “ M'ackay Wilson Travelling Scholarship," 
founded by Mr. Robert Mac.kay Wilson, Dublin. It was con- 
ferred by the Council in May last upon Mr. Percival Templeton 
Crymble, M.B. The valuo of tho Scholarship is £100 per 
annum. 

Those who have founded the Studentships and Scholarships 
which we possess have undoubtedly rendered good service to the 
cause of education in the North of Ireland. Of such benefactions 
we cannot have too many. 

The Study op Music. 

During the Session Dr. Lawrence Walker lectured, as usual, 
on Harmony, Counterpoint, Musical Form and Composition, 
and the College Chamber Concerts, under his direction, 
were well attended. A new feature was the introduction 
of special tickets at a low price, available for pupils of music 
studying under any of the recognised teachers in the city. These 
were taken advantage of by almost 100 pupils, who must have 
profited greatly by the opportunity of listening to such fine 
performances of Classical Music. Acknowledgment must be 
made of the services rendered to musical culture, and to the 
College, by those who gave their services freely in connection 
with these Concerts. In addition to the honorary director, these 
included, during the past Session, as vocalists, Miss McKisack, 
Madame Drinkwater, Miss F. Nixon, Miss Renouf, Miss M. John- 
stone, and Messrs. J. Briggs and J. Nowell ; as violinists, Miss 
Burnett and Mr. Vincent ; and, as pianist and accompanist, Mr. 
F. H. Sawyer, Honorary Organist to the College. It is intended 
to continue these Concerts next winter. 
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of Queen's College, Belfatt. 

Women Students. 

A very noticeable feature of the life of the past year was the 
exceptionally large attendance of Women Students. Year by 
year thoir numbers had been increasing of late, but the recent 
Session saw the greatest number in attendance that we have 
ever had, eighty-seven being upon our roll. This large and 
growing attendance is in entire consonance with the spirit and 
regulations of our new University, which not only has ladies 
upon its Senate, but has opened every office and privilege, within 
its precincts, to women on precisely the same terms as to men. 
A great Hold for advancement, educationally and otherwise, has 
thus been opened to a sex which, up to a comparative! y recent 
period, was entirely shut out from academic life here and else- 
where. I sincerely rejoice in this change which has come about, 
and cordially hope that the number of Women Students in our 
University will oontinuo to increase still further year by year. 
Thera is every indication that it will, and certain new arrange- 
ments which wo have just, made, for the proper accommodation 
of this section of our constituency, arrangements which, it will 
be found, leave nothing to bo desired, will doubtless contribute 
powerfully to this end. 

Tub Professoriate. 

The ranks of our Professoriate remained unbroken during the 
Session, but, just at its close, we had to lament the loss of one 
of tho most eminent of our number, Professor Wm. Graham, 
M.A., Litt.D., who has hold the Chair of Jurisprudence and 
Political Economy for 27 years. He has now retired on pension, 
his health of late not having been, altogether satisfactory, so 
that it would have been unwise, on his part, to undertake the 
duties of the new full-time Chair of Economics which has been 
established. His resignation will enable him to devote more 
time to important literary work, on winch he has been engaged, 
than has hitherto been at his disposal, and he leaves behind 
him here the happiest memories of the years which he has spent 
in our service, years which have borne excellent fruit in many 
ways. 

The action of Your Majesty in recently conferring the honour 
of knighthood on one of the most eminent members of our staff, 
Professor Dill, was received in the College with the most sincere 
satisfaction and gratification. In honouring, in a similar manner, 
Professor Joseph Larmor, and conferring the rank of K.C.B. 
on Sir Wm. Newell Jordan, and a Privy Councillorship on Mr. 
Justice Wylie, both of whom, like Sir Samuel Dill, are dis- 
tinguished' old students of the College, we felt that not only they, 
but all of us, were honoured. 

The Religious Supervision of the Students. 

I regret much to report the retirement during the year of three 
of our Deans of Residences. 

Towards the .commencement of the Session tho Rev. Wm. 
Nicholas, D.D., resigned office after having been for thirteen 
years Dean for the Methodist Church. During all this period 
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he manifested a real and deep interest, not only in the students 
of his own communion, but in the general welfare of the College. 
He was succeeded by the Rev. J. W. R. Campbell, M.A., an old 
student of our own, whose report I append. 

At the dose of the Session wo lost the services of the oldest of 
the Deans, the Reverend S. 1£. Busby, M.A., LL.D., who for 
thirty-seven years has had charge of the students belonging to 
the Church of Ireland. With the passing away of the College 
he lays down the reins of the office which ho held within it. and I 
cannot but express, in bidding him good-byo, my sense of the 
unfailing interest which ho took in the moral ' and religious 
welfare of the large and important body of students who were 
under his care. 

At the same time we lost the Rev. W. EL. Drummond, B.A., 
Dean for the Association of Irish Non-Subsoribing Presbyterians. 
He had been but a short time with, us, blit long enough to cause 
us to regret his removal, which lie has reported to me in the 
following letter : —

The late Suj Donald Cueeie. 

During the year we had to deplore the death of our munificent 
benefactor and unfailing friend, Sir Donald Currie, G.C.M.G. 
The following resolution, passed on the occasion by the College 
Council, expresses so fully the feelings with which the news of 
our great loss was received that I need add nothing to its 
words : — 

Resolved : — 

“ That wo have hoard with profound regret the announcement of the 
death of our great benefactor, Sir Donald Currie, G-.C.M.G., L-L.D., and 
that we place on permanent record in the books of the College, for the 
iniormation of those who shall come after us, our sense of the invaluable 
services which ho rendered during his life to the cause of higher education, 
and of the heavy loss which his removal moans to our University, to Belfast, 
and to tlio entire country. 

“ It would he impossible here to enumerate all the instances of his 
goodness of which wo have had experience. One of these, however, is of 
such outstanding and historic interost that it must be specifically 
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mentioned, viz., the munificent aid which ho rendered four yoars ago to 
the “ Better Equipment Fund ” of tlio College. Ho at onco raised it to a 
prosperity of which its founders had scarcely dreamed, and enabled it to 
effect solid and valuable improvements in our provision for teaching and 
research, the fruits of which Belfast and Ulster will enjoy for all time. 

“At a later date ho came to the help of our Students in an enterprise 
ill which, though of minor importance, ho felt a sincere aud deop interest, 
viz., their effort to obtain a suitable Playing Fiolcl for their athletic sports. 
By his unfailing generosity, mid the stimulus of his influence, he was 
largely the means of placing at tlioir disposal for this purpose a sum of 
money by moans of which this want will ore long be supplied. 

“ Nor was it only in these outstanding instances that his strenuous belief 
in the urgent necessity for advancing the higher education and welfare of 
the youtli of the North of Ireland was exhibited. As one who had been 
brought up in Belfast, and was hereditarily and deeply interested in its 
prosperity, lie felt strongly the insistent importance of this matter. Ho 
was, therefore, one of the earliest and stoutest advocates of the establish- 
ment of a University in Belfast, and it was a ucep satisfaction to him 
that he lived to see this desire also accomplished, and to he called upon to 
take office as one of our first Pro-Ohaucellors. 

“ It is not too much to say that the nunnery of Sir Donald Currie’s great 
goodness will long linger within our walls, and will be a powerful and 
continual incentive to others to follow in his footsteps. 

“ We request the Registrar to transmit a copy of this minute to Lady 
Currie, and to assure her of our heartfelt sympathy with her and all her 
family in their great sorrow.” 

Owing to meetings of the Belfast. University Commission, 
it was impossible for mo to represent the University at the 
funeral, and tko Council requested Sir William Whitla to under- 
take this duty, which he willingly and fitly did. 

bir Donald Currie has certainly left upon the College a mark 
of his deep interest in its welfare which time will never efface. 


The Library. 

The following report on the work, of the Library has been 
furnished to mo by the Librari an : —

Dear Mr. President, — I enclose a statement of the additions to the 
College Library during the year ending 1st June, 1909. 

I regret to inform you that the congestion referred to in my previous 
reports has grown move acute. New volumes cannot be placed, and the 
old arrangement by department and subject is no longer maintained. 

I am glad to report that the Card Catalogue of the books has been 
completed. The preparation of a Shelf Catalogue cannot be undertaken 
until the volumes have been re-arranged in the enlarged building.

I am glad to report that there is every prospect of the enlarge- 
meat of our Library, which has long boon needed and discussed, 
being undertaken at an early date. It is proposed practically to 
double the size of the present building. 
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During the year there were added to the Library 1,272 
books, and the number bound was 824, making in all 2,096 
additional volumes placed upon the shelves. The total number 
of volumes in the Library is now between 60,000 and 70,000. 
The number of literary and scientific journals subscribed for 
is 181, 73 of those being English and 108 Foreign. These 
journals, which are indispensable for purposes of research and 
advanced study, are eventually bound and preserved for refer- 
ence. 

A large number of volumes were presented to the Library 
during the year. In the Appendix a full list of these will be 
found, with the names of their donors, and I must here express, 
on behalf of the College, our indebtedness to these thoughtful 
friends to whom wo owe many additions to the contents of our 
bookcases. 


Tina Museums. 

The various museums were carefully maintained during the 
year under the. care of their respective Curators. Respect- 
ing the Natural History Museum, Professor Gregg Wilson 
reports many additions to the collections. The chief change 
here during the year has boon in the arrangement of the Bird 
cases. The British Birds are now placed together in separate 
cases, and now and improved labels have been provided for them. 
Mr. W. Ji. Workman has kindly given much valuable help in 
this rearrangement, and has supplied maps of the winter and 
summer distribution of all the British species. These, being 
placed in the cases, will prove of much convenience to students. 
A case containing a fine specimen of a Lammergeier and two 
Ravens was placed in the Museum on loan by Mr. Fergus M. 
Grooves, Knock, Belfast, and another containing two magnificent 
Tigers has boon lout by Mr. Alec Wilson, Belvoir Park. 

The following presentations have been made to the Museum of 
Hygiene by its Curator, Dr. Henry O’Neill, B.L., J.P. — a com- 
plete set of slides for candidates for the Diploma of Public 
Health; a set of parasite slides; a set of slides illustrating the 
effects of occupation on the tissues of the body ; specimens of 
diseased meat. For these Dr. O’Neill deserves and has our 
cordial thanks. 


Sir Robert Hart. 

One of the notable events of the year was the public, welcome 
given in his old College to our illustrious alumnus, Sir Robert 
Hart, on his return from China, whither he was sent in 1853, on 
the nomination of the Collage, to commence his marvellous career 
in that country. On 3rd December last he was entertained at 
a public banquet in the Collage Hall, and, during his visit, he 
was also kind enough to receive an Address from the Students 
Representative Council, and to be one of the speakers at a meet- 
ing of the Literary and Scientific Society, of which latter body 
he was a member between fifty and sixty years ago. The visit 
of our distinguished old student afforded the most intense grati- 
fication to us all. It was certainly not the least interesting 
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event of the visit that, ere leaving us, he presided as I J ro- 
Chanoellor over the lirst meeting of the Senate of the newly- 
ioundaa Queen’s University of Belfast, which now takes the 
place of the Queen’s College of his youth. 


Students’ Societies. 

The Students’ Societies appear to have had useful and success- 
ful sessions. 

The Literary and Sciontiiie Society had as its President Mr. 
R. C. Ferguson, M.A. The outstanding feature of its history 
during the winter was the visit and address of Sir Robert Hart, 
to which I have already referred. 

Dr. J. S. Dickey was President of tlio Medical Students’ 
Association, which was favoured with a most welcome visit from 
Dr. Bashford, London. 

The Union Society continues to discharge its important func- 
tions with much zeal and success. The President last Session 
was Mr. 0. B. Crymble, B.So., and the membership continues to 
grow very satisfactorily. 

The Students' Representative Council, which now occupies a 
most important place in the economy of the College, had as its 
.President, Mr. W. W. D. Thomson, B.A., who, in virtue of liis 
office, occupies a seat on the Senate of the University. It had a 
busy and eventful year. 

In my last Report I had the pleasure of chronicling the establish- 
ment of a society formed for the purpose of promoting the study 
of the Classical Languages and their literatures, under the pre- 
sidency of Professor (now Sir Samuel) Dill. 1 am glad to record 
the zeal with which the work of this now association has 
been prosecuted. A prominent event of its history during the 
Session now ended was a characteristically interesting and able 
address from Mr. S. H. Butcher, M.P., delivered on the 20th 
November last to a very large audience. 

The Gaelic Society also holds vigorously on its way under the 
presidency of Professor Henry. On the 9th January a most 
interesting address was delivered in connection with it by Mr. 
John McNeill, M.A., to a large meeting assembled in our Great 
Hall. 

I have now to announce the addition of another to the cata- 
logue of our new societies, viz. : one devoted to the promotion 
of the study of Modern Languages, of which Sir Robert Hart, 
K.C.M.G., has been appointed Honorary President, and Professor 
Freund, Ph.D., President. It has had several most interesting 
and useful meetings, prominent among which stands out one 
at which Professor Cadic kindly delivered a very able ana 
striking address. 

Other Students’ Societies and Clubs are: — “The Christian 
Union,” “The Athletic Club,” “The Football Club," . The 
Cricket Club,” “ The Hockey Club,” “ The Tennis Club,” . The 
Gymnastic Club,” “ The Swimming Club,” “ The GoE Club, 
and “ The Chess Club.” All seem to be working busily. 
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“ The Association of Old Belfastmen in London ” also con- 
tinues to serve a most useful and praiseworthy purpose. The 
President this year is Sir Robert Hart, and the Honorary Sec- 
retary Professor J. A. Stralian, LL.B. 


The Officers’ Training Corps. 

A notable event of the year was the formation in the College, 
under the authority of the War Office, of a contingent of the 
Officers’ Training Corps. I append the following report regard- 
ing it from the Commanding Officer, Captain H. II. B. Cunning- 
ham, M.D.: — 

Belfast University Contingent, 
Officers’ Training Corps, 

Belfast. 


Sir, — I liavo the honour to report that authority was received from 
War Office on the 21st August, 1908, to form a contingent of the Officers’ 
Training Corps, to consist of one company of Infantry. Recruiting could 
not be commenced till the end of October, as the various Faculties did not 
commence to assemble before the latter half of that month. 

The movement, however, has been taken up with enthusiasm by the 
students, so much so that our establishment has now been raised to three 
companies. So far six officers have beoen gazetted to the contingent, and 
nominations for two more have been forwarded to War Office. One 
hundred and fifty-six cadets have been enrolled, one of whom has 
since boon dismissed the Corps for insubordination ana disobedience of 
orders. Two others have purchased their discharge. In December 
last a Colour-Sergeant of the regular forces was appointed to the 
contingent as Colour-Sergeant Instructor. One regular officer is at present 
Acting Adjutant, another was, in accordance with War Office instructions, 
attached for two months prior to the May examination. Four of the 
officers wore sent lip for their subalterns’ examination last May, and all 
were successful. The College Gymnasium, which was handed over to the 
contingent this year, has now been converted into an Orderly Room, an 
Armoury, and a miniature ltifle Range.

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This Committee holds regular meetings, and the interest taken 
by it in the welfare of the Corps has proved of undoubted 
advantage. 

Drill has proceeded continuously throughout the Session 
under the officers; route marches have been held, and the 
cadets have been taken through a course of musketry. A 
special impetus was given to the work by a meeting held in the 
College Hall on tlie 14th January last, at which the Chair was 
occupied by the Chancellor of the University, and addresses were 
delivered by Lord Lucas, Parliamentary Under-Secretary of 
State for War, who attended by direction of the War Office, and 
by the Oomman dor-in-Chief in Ireland (General the Hon. Sir 
Neville Lyttleton, K.C.B.) ; Brigadier-General May, C.B., C.M.G.; 
Brigadier-General Mills, C.B.; Brigadier-General Wilson, C.B.; 
and others. 

It is impossible to speak too highly of the work which has 
been done in connection with the Corps by the Commanding 
Officer, Captain Cunningham. To him, indeed, its formation is 
largely due, and the untiring energy, wisdom and resource which 
he has displayed in managing its affairs are beyond praise. In 
his efforts Captain Cunningham has been loyally supported by 
the Officers under his command.

At the close of this month the Corps went into camp at 
Ballykinlar for a fortnight’s training, and the Commander-in- 
Chief in Ireland lias indicated his continued and deep interest 
in its welfare by signifying his intention to visit the Corps in 
camp and himself to make the annual inspection.

Browne has presented another silver cup to 
be awarded to the best section of his Company. Lieut. Sleeman has 
given another to be awarded to the cadet attending the largest 
number of drills in the year, and ail anonymous donor has pre- 
sented a fifth cup to be awarded to the most efficient recruit. 


The British Medical Association. 

Just as I conclude this report the Annual Meeting of the 
British Medical Association is being hold in the College under 
the Presidency of one of the most eminent of our alumni and most 
distinguished of Irish physicians, Sir William Whitla, M.A., 
M.D., LL.D., of this city. It was a pleasure to us to be able to 
supply accommodation within our buildings to an Association 
representing this great profession with which so many of our 
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former students are connected, and to whose roil they have con- 
tributed so many eminent names. This pleasure has been en- 
hanced by the brilliant success which has attended the proceed- 
ings of the meeting from first to last, and by the prospect of the 
lasting benefits to medical science which must accrue from its 
labours. 

I have thus endeavoured to recount, in brief space, the history 
of the College during the past year. The Report has a unique 
interest. It is the last annual report of Queen’s College which 
will be issued. In accordance with the provisions of the Irish 
Universities Act, 1908, the College will, on “ the appointed day,” 
to be fixed by the Lord Lieutenant, be dissolved, and its functions 
transferred to the newly established 

Queen’s University 

of Belfast. The Charter of the University has been enrolled, and 
Statutes for its government have been made by the Commission 
appointed by Your Majesty for the purpose. A careful perusal 
of these authoritative documents will conclusively show that the 
work of the University will continue to be carried on upon the 
same principles as have characterised Queen’s College ever since 
its foundation. To use the words of its Charter, granted by 
Queen Victoria, the College was established “ to afford to all 
classes of Hor Majesty’s subjects, without any distinction of reli- 
gious creed whatsoever, the benefits of a regular and liberal 
education.” This supremo object the University will pursue 
with the same steadfast allegiance to academic traditions, and the 
same unflagging zeal, which have endeared the College, through 
its life of sixty years, to the people of the North of Ireland. 

The University will have one important advantage over its 
predecessor. The College was miserably endowed. The 
amount charged on the Consolidated Fund for its maintenance 
was only £7,000 per annum. The University ' will happily 
possess a mors adequate income. When the “ appointed day ” 
arrives in the approaching autumn, its endowment will be 
£28,000 per annum, and when to this are added the private 
endowments of Queen's College, which will be transferred to it, 
and the University and class fees of students, the improvement in 
its financial position, as compared with its predecessor, will be 
very great. Already it has been able, owing to its increased 
income to add very substantially to the teaching staff, and to 
set aside a very much larger amount of money than ever before 
for University Scholarships and other prizes. As a matter of 
fact, it is intended to devote an additional £1,000 per annum to 
this purpose, and thus, not only to increase the number of the pre- 
sent College Scholarships, but to add materially to their pecuniary 
value. To this method of utilising a good part of our funds every 
year I attach great importance. 

In addition to the above-mentioned annual income, the sum 
of £60,000 is to be supplied by the Treasury for providing such 
additional buildings, lands, and equipments as may be found 
necessary, and when it is remembered how much the “ Better 
Equipment Fund ” had already done in this direction, it 
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will be seen that the position has been very materially im- 
proved. More money will also now be available for the College 
Library, and for the various scientific departments, than ever 
before. Altogether, the provision for higher education and 
research in the North of Ireland will be far in advance of 
anything we ever before possessed. When to this I add that 
arrangements are in progress for providing the University 
with a new and thoroughly equipped Playing Field for the 
students, that the large and commodious house hitherto 
occupied, first by the Vice-President of the College, and more 
recently by the Registrar, is being at present, transformed into 
quarters for the use of the Women Students and for other pur- 
poses, and that a Committee of the University has under con- 
sideration a scheme for the erection of several ranges of new 
buildings, it will be seen that an altogether 
New Era 

of University life has dawned upon Belfast. The very great and 
daily increasing numbers of applications which have for some 
time been flowing in upon us, with regard to admission as stu- 
dents, indicate that this now era is fully appreciated and wel- 
comed, and that wo may expect a very largo entry of the youth 
of Ulster within our gates in the approaching autumn. 

The work of preparation for the advent of the new regime has 
filled the late academical year to the full. It has been hard 
and trying work; but the thought of the enormous improvement 
which will result to the higher education of Ulster from the 
change which has come about, has transmuted the labour into 
a real pleasure. The first session of the University is to begin 
on 1st October next, and the courses of study and subjects of 
examination in the several Faculties have been published, and 
already a very large edition has been circulated in response to 
requests for information. 

t think I cannot more fitly conclude this history of the last 
session of our old College than by giving a list of the names of the 
Professors, Lectuhees, and Assistants 
into whose keeping the work which it has carried on for 60 years 
is now to pass. That this work is safe in the hand of a body 
of men so eminent and so distinguished there can, I should think, 
be no doubt in any mind. And that the youth of Ulster are to 
be congratulated on the prospect of being able to enrol themselves 
as students under the care of such men, amid all the augmented 
prestige and dignity which attach to a University of their own, 
is no less clear.

The Declaration 

settled by the Joint Committee under the Irish Universities Act, 
1908, for the purpose of securing the respectful treatment of the 
religious opinions of the members of their classes. And none of 
them will be permitted to teach any distinctive form of theology 
whatever, either explicitly, or otherwise, even if there were any 
intention or desire on their part to do so, which there is not. The 
Queen’s University will, as I have said, be conducted on the 
same broad non-sectarian lines which have characterised Queen's 
College, Belfast, from its foundation until now, without any 
change in this respect whatsoever. And nothing will be per- 
mitted to interfere with the carrying out of this ideal, as nothing 
was permitted to interfere with it in our Queen’s College during 
all its long history. 

In addition to the gentlemen named above, another body of 
office-bearers has also been appointed, to whose function and 
duty I attach deep importance. The Statutory Commission, to 
whose labours we are indebted for the admirable laws by which 
we are in future to be governed, recognized the necessity of provid- 
ing, not only for the intellectual, but for the moral and spiritual 
care of the students of the University. For this purpose they 
placed among the Statutes one providing for the appointment 
by the Senate of Deans of Eesidence “ on the nomination of the 
constituted authority of any Church or religious denomination ” 
for the cars of “ the students belonging to such Church or deno- 
mination respectively.” The Senate, having received the requisite 
nominations from the several Churches, has accordingly 
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appointed the following clergymen for this purpose, who will 
enter upon duty at the beginning of the coming Session.
